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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(1)) the in\ cntion was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign countn or in public use or on sale in 
this counirv, more than one \car prior lo the date of application lor patent in the I niteel States. 

Claims 14-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 2002/0025443. 

The reference discloses a recording medium comprising a substrate a reflective layer , a 
dielectric layer, a phase-change recording layer, a dielectric layer and cover layer. The reflective layer 
is an aluminum alloy comprising less than 5% at. nickel. The layers are all formed in the claimed 
thickness. See [0054] and Example 2. 

Claims 14-16 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
6,788,635. 

The reference discloses a phase-change recording medium comprising a substrate, reflective 
layer and recording layer where the reflective layer comprises an aluminum alloy having 4-50%at. 
nickel. See col. 6. Table 2 shows an alloy having 1 at% Ni in a thickness of 50nm.
